At noon Tuesday, the ASB Commis- 
sion met the press, or the press met the 
ASB Commission — the press being the 
Panther Sentinel! 

On March 28 the Panther Sentinel 
Staff and Advisor Mr. Dick Andre re- 
ceived an invitation/freeze letter from the 
secretary of the Commission, Joan Lien. 

The letter stated that the funds for 
the campus newspaper had been frozen 
temporarily. The letter said that there 
was needed “. . . possible improvement 
in campus activities reporting and other 

related matters.” 

In the letter which Pat Mata gave to 
Gerald Hunsucker. Mr. Andre stated

Mr. Andre went on to 
say that he would “be happy to attend 
to listen to you and the Panther Sentinel 
staff members initiate a continuing dis- 
cussion free from the threat which now 
exists.” 
The Panther Sentinel staff, led by 
Editor Pat Mata attended the ASB meet- 
ing as requested. Mr. Andre did not at- 
tend, although he did write a letter which 
was ‘hand carried to the Commission by 
Pat, Mata. Pat then advised the Com- 
mission that it had violated the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
Hunsucker argued that the dictionary 
states that a mewspaper carries news 
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items .. . nothing doing with poetry. The 
point was brought up by another mem- 


After the letter was read aloud by Sec- 
retary Joan Lien, comments began. 

The Commission letter was written in 
hopes that the Sentinel staff and advisor 
would attend the meeting, Commissioners 
explained. The main problem was said 
to be that the Sentinel used ASB Com- 
mission money to fund a “non” news 
media anthology. Vice President Gerald 
that he would accept the invitation by 
saying, “If you truly wish to have me 
accept your invitation today ... then 
pass a motion to the effect that you will

Harts host swimmer Conference Championships today

Hartnell will host the Coast Conference 
Swimming Championships today and to- 
morrow. Starting time will be at 1 p.m. 
today and 9 a.m. tomorrow. 

In their latest meet, the swimming 
team trounced Gavilan 72-31 continue 
its winning streak. The win gave the 
Panthers a 5-3 season win-loss mark, and 
a 3-1 in the conference. The win was 
also the fifth in a row for the water 
treaders. 


Pat Brennand was the only participant 
in the 200 yard butterfly, which he won 
in a time of 2:49.8. Dagnall and Bob 
Fowler took 1st and 2nd in the 100 yard 
freestyle; Dana Tregenza, 2nd in the 200 
backstroke with a lifetime best of 2:53.8. 
Patty Jones was second in the event. 

Thomson won the 500 yard freestyle. 
He was the only Hart participant in that 
event. Mayes and Adri Rameli took 
first and third in the 200 breast stroke, 
while Brennand and Rameli took second 
and third in the 200 intermediate. 


Larry Houseberg and Mike McKenzie 
took first and second in both the one and 
three meter diving. 


The swimmers started the meet in fine 
fashion, as the 400 medley relay team 
consisting of Matt Thompson, Steve 
Dagnall, Pat Brennand and John Moyes 
won the event with a time of 4:25.7. 

Others who placed for Hartnell were: 
1000 yard free style—Bob Fowler (1st), 
Velvie Richardson (3rd); 200 freestyle, 
Steve Dagnall (1st); 50 freestyle—Matt 
Thomson (1st); Patty Jones (3rd).
